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Session 96: Objective and Subjective Individual World Balance 


Original Question: 

Ways of Expanding Consciousness or growth in consciousness or the early concept of 
evolution. What our views should be of the lower animals being the man the highest 
form of the animal kingdom. Are there any illusions when we think in terms of evolution 
here? 


Summary: 

Expansion of knowledge is reached within a beginning and an ending. With a beginning 
comes a direction. This is the process of the mental body works. From a child, limited in 
concepts, to later relate to other acts or education finishing something. 


You can do certain things at certain ages; you have to wait until you get until certain 
point. The infant and the aged individuals appear to be limitations. Inner world and outer 
world must relate harmoniously, if not imbalances arise. Balance between subjective 
and objective worlds is required. Some people need to have more of the subjective type 
of personality to have the validation in his idea. Idea is one thing and the validation is 
another. Persons working on ideas don’t need to have validation or proof. Some 
individuals with much of scientific information doesn’t know what to do with it. He has 
knowledge but not wisdom. The subjective ability to relate it and bring it to your world is 
necessary. A psychic with a lot of sometimes cannot bring the info to his objective world 
and can become a neurotic, that is an imbalance because they live too much in the 
subjective world. Same with the scientist only immersed in nothing but facts. 


Sometimes the individual is brought back into the world of feelings or the opposite by 
life itself. Any theory needs to be balanced on both sides. A new creation is nothing new 
in the universe. 


This agreement factor must be taken into consideration in order to explore other 
realities without projecting our own convictions or ideas (objectivity) or a detachment 
from the human individuality. Animals are energy operating within systems and this 
awareness of that reality is processed inside our own reality. 


NOTES: 

Clearer perception of the world is possible through the agreement factor that brings just 
a direct understanding of objective and subjective worlds. 

Objectively, we perceive through our own projections. Subjectively, reality is perceived 
while going beyond agreements. A balance between objective and subjective is needed. 
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
